Thousands  may  lose  Pell  Grants 


Washington,  D.C.  (CPS)— 
Pell  Grant  checks  for  millions  of 
students  during  the  1988-89 
school  year  may  get  smaller,  or 
vanish  entirely,  the  U.S.  Dept,  of 
Education  warned  colleges 
around  the  country. 

As  many  as  53,000  low-income 
students  could  lose  their  Pell 
Grants  while  1 .2  million  students 
could  get  smaller  grants  next  year 
because  the  government  is  about 
$99  million  short  in  its  grant 
budget,  the  administration 


warned. 

In  a  Feb.  1  “Dear  Colleague” 
letter  to  campuses,  Education 
Dept,  officials  blamed  Congress 
for  the  shortfall,  saying  it  raised 
the  maxium  Pell  Grant  to  $2,200 
for  1988  without  appropriating 
enough  money  to  give  students 
that  much  more. 

To  solve  the  problem,  the 
department  said  it  will  either 
shave  $31  off  every  Pell  Grant 
recipient’s  check  next  year,  or  cut 
as  much  as  $400  from  “least 


needy”  students  so  the  “most 
needy”  students  could  get  the  full 
$2,200. 

The  letter  warned  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  giving  Congress  until 
April  30  to  come  up  with  more 
money,  or  it  would  start  cutting 
“least  needy”  students  off  the 
Pell  Grant  roles  for  next  year. 

“They’re  telling  us  that  if  we 
don’t  do  something,  they’ll  do 
something  harmful,”  complained

asked  so  many  questions  that  the 
time  ran  out.  Peterson  said,  “I’ve 
done  presentations  to  classes 
where  there  weren’t  any  ques¬ 
tions.”  This  time,  however, 
students  responded  with  concern, 
especially  over  transmission  of 
the  virus,  and  testing.  While  most 
people  think  of  heroin  as  the 
prime  AIDS  transmitting  drug, 
Peterson  cautioned  that  cocaine  is 
not  far  behind.  This  is  “due  to 
transfer  of  microscopic  blood,  to 
a  tear  in  the  nasal  passage  or 
mucus  membranes.”  As  for 
testing,  she  said,  “I  don’t  recom¬ 
mend  that  testing  be  done  except 
at  an  alternative  testing  site, 
where  anonymity  is  maintained.” 
Contrary  to  popular  belief ,  not  all 
AIDS  testing  guarantees  con¬ 
fidentiality.  For  example,  a  per¬ 
son  who  takes  out  a  life  insurance 
policy  for  more  than  $100,000 
can  be  tested  for  AIDS  without 
any  confidentiality.  “An 
employee  or  physician  cannot 


One  thing  is  certain,  and  that  is, 
that  despite  recent  media  hype 
over  AIDS,  college  students  re¬ 
main  relatively  uninformed. 
“AIDS  is  being  compared  to  the 
bubonic  plague,”  Peterson  said. 
There  are  approximately  48,000 
known  cases  in  the  U.S.,  but 
there  could  be  ten  times  as  many 
unreported.  Many  AIDS  victims 
fear  being  ostracized  from  their 
community  and  friends,  or  being 
discriminated  against  in  the  job 
market  or  worse,  in  hospitals. 
Ms. Peterson  feels  that  the  more 
money  that  is  spent  on  research 
and  education,  the  better  off 
students  and  society  as  a  whole 
will  be.  — ^

don’t  do  students  any  good. 
When  Bennett  warned  the 
group  that  “the  serious  voices 
are  being  drowned  out  by  the 
trendy,”  many  college 
presidents  were  angered 
because  his  ideas  ran  contrary 
to  free  expression.

Gray  Garwood,  chief  aide  of  the 
House  Postsecondary  Education 
Subcommittee. 

Garwood  doubts  Congress 
could  meet  the  deadline  --  which 
the  Education  Dept,  says  is 
necessary  because  it  must 
establish  final  Pell  Grant  payment 
schedules  by  April  30  —  and  ques¬ 
tions  the  department’s  numbers. 

Congress,  depending  on  a  Con¬ 
gressional  Budget  Office  (CBO) 
estimate,  budgeted  $4.42  billion 
to  give  out  in  Pell  Grants  for  the 
1988-89  school  year,  Garwood 
said. 

But  the  Education  Dept.,  using 
different  estimates,  thinks  it’ll 
have  to  give  out  $4.5  billion  in 
Pell  Grants. 

CBO  estimates,  said  Charles 
Saunders  of  the  American  Coun¬ 
cil  on  Education,  have  proven 
more  accurate  in  the  past.

prevention  the  law  for 
Massachusetts  polluters.  It  will 
require  then  to  reduce  the  use  of 
toxics  chemicals,  thereby  reduc¬ 
ing  the  wastes  they  produce. 

Several  smart  companies  such 
as  3M,  are  already  doing  it— 
replacing  toxic  substances  with 
non-toxic  ones,  streamlining  their 
production  processes,  substituting 
new  equipment  for  old,  reusing 
and  recycling  chemicals,  and 
developing  new,  non-toxic 
products. 

The  Toxics  Use  Reduction  Act 
calls  for: 

1 .  STATEWIDE  TOXICS  IN¬ 
VENTORY 

Companies  must  tell  us  what 
toxics  they  are  using  and  make 
plans  for  reducing  that  use. 

2.  TOUGH  ENFORCEMENT 
OF  ANTI-POLLUTION  LAWA 

Citizens  and  workers  will  have 
the  right  to  monitor  business’  use 
of  toxics  in  their  communities. 

3.  PHASE-OUT  OF 
DANGEROUS  TOXICS 

Chemicals  that  cause  cancer 
and  birth  defects  will  be  phased 
out  of  use  and  the  sale  of  toxics 
will  be  taxed  to  discourage  usage. 

4.  MANDATORY  REDUC¬ 
TION  OF  TOXICS 

To  the  extent  that  it  is 
economically  practical,  com¬ 


panies  will  be  required  to  take 
reduction  actions  on  the  use  of 
toxics. 

5.  TECHNICAL 

ASSISTANCE 

The  state  will  helpbusinesses 
that  want  to  switch  to  using 
reduction  methods  but  don’t  yet 
have  the  know-how,  by  providing 
technical  assistance  and  informa¬ 
tion.  This  includes  the  creation  of 
Toxics  Use  Reduction  research 
and  information  institute  at 
ULowell. 

MASSPIRG  is  a  statewide, 
student-directed  public  interest 
group  in  Massachusetts.  It  was 
started  to  allow  students  to  affect 
the  running  of  their  society  and 
government. 

MASSPIRG  is  run  by  a  student 
Board  of  Directors  elected  from 
its  30  member  schools.  Senior 
Jeff  Todd  and  sophomore  Brian 
Woods  currently  represent 
ULowell  on  the  Board. 

While  MASSPIRG  has  tradi¬ 
tionally  worked  on  environmen¬ 
tal  and  consumer  issues  it  can 
work  on  any  issue  or  take  any 
stand  the  student  board  mandates.

MASSPIRG ’s  Earth  Day  pro¬ 
ject  met  its  goal  of  350  signatures 
on  its  petition  in  support  of  the 
Toxics  Use  Reduction  Act.  In 
reaction,  the  project  has  upped  its 
goal  to  1000. 

This  local  petioning  is  part  of 
a  state- wide  effort  to  gamer  the 
signatures  of  10,000  students, 
faculty,  and  administrators  by 


March  4.  The  petitions  will  be 
presented  to  Governor  Dukakis  at 
the  Massachusetts  State  Student 
Conference  on  the  weekend  of 
March  4-6,  in  an  effort  to  gain  his 
support  for  the  bill. 

The  bill  now  has  a  1 30  cospon¬ 
sor  in  the  state  legislature.

Job  offers  and 
salaries  rise 


Students  of  the  Class  of  1988 
generally  are  getting  more  job  of¬ 
fers  and  higher  starting  salaries 
than  last  year’s  grads,  the  College 
Placement  Council  (CPC) 
reported  Feb.  12. 

In  its  preliminay  assessment  of 
how  student  job  hunting  has  pro¬ 
gressed  since  September,  1987, 
the  CPC  found  the  stock  market 
crash  of  October  19  has  had  vir¬ 
tually  no  effect  on  corporate 
recruiting  of  new  grads,  even 
those  with  masters  of  business  ad¬ 
ministration  degrees. 

Petoleum  engineering  majors 
are  doing  the  best,  getting 
average  starting  salary  offers  of 
$33,432,  said  CPC  spokeswoman 
Dawn  Gulick. 

The  CPC,  Northwestern 
University  and  Michigan  State 
University  all  publish  forecasts  of 
how  many  companies  will  visit 
campuses  to  recruit  each  year. 

In  their  forecasts,  released  in 
December,  both  Northwestern 
and  Michigan  State  predicted  the 
crash  would  narrow  students’  job 
prospects  somewhat  as  corpora¬ 
tions.  worried  that  a  recession 
w  ould  follow .  said  they  were  cut¬ 
ting  their  hiring  by  5  percent. 

The  CPC  last  week  said 
preliminarry  feedback  from 
placement  offices  on  153  cam¬ 
puses  indicates  companies  have 
not  scaled  down  their  hiring  after 
all. 


In  fact,  many  types  of  majors 
say  starting  salary  offers  are 
rising. 

Accounting  grads,  for  instance, 
are  getting  average  starting  offers 
of  $23,376,  a  7.5  percent  in¬ 
crease  over  the  average  July, 
1987  offer,  the  CPC  reported. 

Among  the  other  majors  and 
average  staring  salary  offers 
reported  were:  mechanical 
engineers  ($29,100),  allied  health 
graduates  ($24,048),  nursing 
students  ($24,444),  banking  and 
finance  grads  ($22,056),  human 
resouces  majors  ($19,284),  hotel 
and  restaurant  students 
($19,032),  advertising  majors 
($18,576)  and  journalism  grads 
($18,624).

If  lighthearted  satire  makes 
your  cake  rise  then  Mrs.  Califor¬ 
nia  won’t  let  you  down. 

This  tongue-in-cheek  satire 
recollects  the  dawn  of  American 
suburbia  when  a  woman’s  only 
role  in  life  was  usually  browning 
in  the  oven  at  about  5:00  p.m.. 
The  play  recreates  an  actual  1955 
televised  contest  sponsored  by  a 
gas  company  to  select  the  most 
efficient  homemaker  in  Califor¬ 
nia.  Accordingly,  the  four  con¬ 
testants  are  judged  on  tablesetting 
technique,  ironing  ability,  sewing 
savvy  and  cooking  cunning  as 
they  compete  side-by-side  in 
identical  kitchenettes. 

The  material  is  complemented 
by  the  offbeat  performances  of 
the  four  contestants.  Mrs. 
California  achieves  a  zany  air  as 
they  frantically  attempt  to  out- 
homemake  each  other.  Armed 
with  favorite  family  recipes  and 
top-secret  sewing  stitches  they  go 
to  war  for  the  honor  of  the 
American  kitchen.  The  actresses 


cleverly  portray  amusing 
caricatures  of  the  post  WW  II 
idealized  homemaker. 

Yet  the  satirical  edge  to  this 
piece  is  dulled  by  the  lack  of  any 
really  pointed  barbs.  The  only 
voice  of  dissent  is  the  divorced 
neighbor  of  Mrs.  Los  Angeles, 
well-played  by  Maureen  Garrett, 
whose  influence  causes  Mrs. 
L.A.  to  stage  a  minor  rebellion 
which  costs  her  the  title.  Still,  the 
women  remain  characteristic 
wimps— they  all  portray  the  same 
slavish  devotion  to  the  ideals  that 
the  play  is  trying  to  satirize— 
which  does  little  to  spark  interest 
once  the  theme  is  uncovered. 
Although  they  did  manifest  in¬ 
dividual  and  entertaining  per¬ 
sonality  quirks,  some  diversity  in 
their  attitudes  toward  the  com¬ 
petition  beyond  what  was  given 
would  have  added  some  welcome 
spice  to  the  message.  The  ideals 
that  the  play  holds  up  to  ridicule 
are  still  too  real  for  the  play  to 
work  on  nostalgia  alone.

Is  David  Lee  Roth  a  Charles  Dickens? 


For  those  who  missed  it,  here 
is  the  summary  of  a  talk  with 
Pulitzer  Prize-winning  composer 
John  Harbison. 

Harbison  teaches  at  MIT  and 
splits  his  remaining  time  between 
composing  new  works  and  direc¬ 
ting  the  Boston-based  group 
“ collage  ”  and  the  Los  Angeles 
Philharmonic  New  Music  Group. 
The  talk  was  sponsored  by  the 
ULowell  Center  for  the  Perform¬ 
ing  and  Visual  Arts. 

JH  :  We  are  not  living  in  a  time 
when  the  popular  arts  turn  into 
the  higher  arts  without  really  try¬ 
ing  --  like  the  movies  of  the  twen¬ 
ties  and  thirties  did,  for  example, 
and  the  theatre  songs  and  pop 
songs  of  the  twenties  to  fifties. 
The  music  of  Bo  Diddly  and  Elvis 
Presley,  with  its  link  to  the  blues, 
was  saying  more  than  music  to¬ 
day.  In  the  60s,  popular  music 
began  to  be  “packaged,”  but 
there  was  still  the  bleeding-heart 
liberal  thing,  so  it  was  still  say¬ 
ing  something  and  had  some  con¬ 
nection  with  form  and  clarity. 
With  the  70s  and  the  emphasis  on 
corporate  efficiency,  music 
became  more  uniform.  Now  it 
was  really  non-art,  and  the  trend 
has  only  worsened  in  the  80s. 
You  could  project  a  very 
pessimistic  outlook  for  the  90s, 
but  I’m  going  to  make  a  Utopian 
prediction  that  rock  musicians 
will  become  bored  with  their 
commercial  success.  The 
loudness  of  music  will  abate; 
maybe  tunes  will  reappear  and  the 
proportions  will  once  again 


become  concise. 

Q  :  Is  classical  music  dead? 

JH  :  The  entire  potential 
musical  audience  is  preoccupied 
with  rock.  The  students  I  teach  at 
MIT  no  longer  carry  classical 
music  in  their  ears.  Classical 
music  is  too  complicated  and 
stressful  for  them  because  they 
have  been  completely  taken  over 
by  popular  music.  The  musical 
baton  that  has  been  passed  from 
generation  to  generation  is  pass¬ 
ing  over  this  generation. 

Q  :  Could  rock  music  be  a  new 
beginning  —  the  first  step? 

JH  :  Is  David  Lee  Roth 
analagous  to  Verdi  or  Charles 
Dickens?  I  asked  a  friend  of  mine 
to  put  together  a  tape  that 
surveyed  good  art  rock  so  I  could 
examine  it.  Most  of  the  stuff  in 
the  survey  was  dispiriting  — 
neutral,  ephemeral,  or  bad.  It 
seemed  to  say  something  about 
the  differences  in  the  listening 
habits  of  today.  They  now  use 
music  as  an  accompaniment  to 
something  else.  Maybe  my 
assessment  of  popular  music 
reflects  envy  of  its  cultural  cen¬ 
trality  and  the  money  it  has  made. 

Q  :  Did  you  find  any  art  rock 
tracks  on  the  tape  that  you 
thought  were  good? 

JH  :  Yes,  I  found  some.  There 
was  a  group  called  “Gentle 
Giant”  that  came  out  5  years  ago, 
but  they  are  longer  around.  A 
piece  they  did  called  “Proclaima- 
tion”  was  as  good  as  anything 
anyone  in  the  serious  music  arena 
could  write.  I  tracked  down  the 


lead  member  of  the  group,  who 
is  now  working  in  administration 
at  a  major  record  company.  He 
told  me  “Now  I’m  part  of  the 
team  that  makes  it  all  safe.”  An 
interesting  comment.  The  piece  is 
tuneful  and  the  proportions  are 
good.  So  little  of  the  industry  is 
this  ambitious.  Most  rock  doesn’t 
take  risks,  doesn’t  present  am¬ 
biguity  or  ecstasy.  It’s  just 
monotony  and  harmonic  poverty. 

Q  :  Were  any  other  tracks 
good? 

JH  :  There  was  a  piece  called 
“Walking  On  Sunshine”  by 
Katrina  and  the  Waves.  This  is 
good-time  music,  something  rock 
is  capable  of.  It’s  a  simple  piece 
that  really  cooks.  They’re  in 
charge  of  something  and  it 
generates  momentum  and  sheer 
physicality.  But  basically  rock 
music  doesn’t  fulfill  the  emo¬ 
tional,  structural  longings  of 
classical  music.  Rock  today  really 
reflects  more  marketing  skill  than 
music.  Price  is  equated  with 
value.  Power  and  money  are  the 
only  measure  of  success.  The 
issue  is  not  artistic  value.  We’re 
living  in  a  time  when  Bruce 
Springsteen  is  more  loved  than 
Beethoven. 

Q  :  Are  any  composers  of  con¬ 
cert  music  trying  to  reach  rock 
audiences  ? 

JH  :  Some  are.  Concert  music 
faces  the  sheer  loudness  of  rock 
music.  Some  composers  feel  that 
by  simply  increasing  loudness 
they  might  be  able  to  reach  the 
rock  audience.  Others  look  to  get¬ 


ting  a  sound  like  that  in  movie 
theatres  —  creating  a  presence  that 
surrounds  the  audience.  Some 
serious  composers  try  to  find  a 
way  to  get  plugged  into  the  rock 
energy  by  establishing  a  steady 
pulse  to  their  music  —  a  drive  and 
a  velocity  that  they  think  might  at¬ 
tract  the  kind  of  audience  that 
goes  to  rock  concerts.  But 
remember,  rock’s  level  of  assault 
has  changed.  It’s  not  just  sonic, 
but  visual.  The  images  of  MTV 
have  socialogical  effects.  People 
hear  with  their  eyes  now  because 
they  equate  jumping  around  on 
stage  as  being  “in  to”  the  music. 
They  look  for  the  theatrical  quali¬ 
ty  of  presentation. 

Q  :  Are  you  saying  that  in  the 
future  there  will  not  be  an 
audience  for  classical  music,  as 
we  know  it? 

JH  :  Orchestral  audiences  are 
getting  older  and  older  and 
they’re  not  being  replaced  by 
younger  people.  Inward, 
philosophical  issues  are  the 
backbone  of  the  concert  world, 
but  they  are  outgunned  in  today’s 
world;  out-produced  and  out- 
financed.  They  are  not  powerful 
in  America’s  terms.  Now,  people 
hear  with  ears  conditioned  by 
rock.  They  expect  slower, 
simpler  changes.  The  syntax  of 
richness  in  classical  music  is  not 
apparent  to  ears  that  are  not  use 
to  it.  I  have  spent  a  lot  of  time  as 
an  audience  builder  for  serious 
music.  I’ve  said  everything  I  can 
say.  Now  others  need  to  do  it.

Dixieland.

The  Dukes  of  Dixieland  are 
kno  as  “the  royalty  of  jazz.” 
Tneir  two  hour  performance  at 
Durgin  Hall  last  Friday  night 
showed  why.  The  group  gave 
fans  at  flavorful  helping  of  New 
Orleans  jazz,  and  in  the  process, 
helped  the  uniniated  discover  a 
new  taste. 

Tne  six  member  ensemble 
played  a  unique  blend  of  tradi¬ 
tional  dixieland,  pop,  and  in- 
dc  .  anve  jazz.  Selections  ranged 
fr  ?m  the  slow,  mellow  “Me  And 
My  Shadow”  to  the  traditional 
Dixieland  favorite,  “Slide  Frog 
Shde”  to  the  uptempo  Louie 
\mstrong  number,  “A  Lot  Of 
Living  To  Do.” 

The  Duke’s  front  line  was  im¬ 
pressive.  Consisting  of  leader 
r~mk  Trapani  on  trumpet  and 
fi  _gel  horn,  Harry  Waters  on 
rum  bone,  and  Mike  Sizer  on 
: unnet  and  tenor  sax,  they  show¬ 
ed  themselves  capable  of  distinc¬ 
tive  solos,  as  well  as  intricate 
harmony  and  interplay.  In  fact, 
some  of  the  most  enjoyable 
moments  came  as  all  three  played 
in  unison. 

Trapini  wns  pamcularty  im¬ 
pressive  on  Louie  Arstrong's. 

“Don’t  Take  Your  Love  From 

Me.”  his  solo  culminating  in  a 

JE»njCir  high  note  Waters,  the 


Duke’s  youngest  member, 
dispayed  his  a  accomplished  feel 
for  the  trumbone  on  a  slow  Fats 
Walker  tune,  effortlessly  alter¬ 
nating  between  delicate  and  loud 
passages. 

Phamous  Lambert,  the  eldest 
member,  impressed  with  both  his 
piano  playing  and  vocals,  as  well 
as  his  sense  of  humor.  After  one 
particularly  strenuous  solo,  he 
turned  to  the  audience  and  shook 
his  hands  in  mock  fatigue. 

Tuba  player  Danny  Rubio  and 
drummer  Duke  Barker  provided 
a  solid  rythmn  section.  They  too 
proved  to  be  gifted  soloists. 

Throughout  the  show,  Trapini 
maintained  a  strong  rapport  with 
the  audience.  Comments  such  as 
“just  play,  Harry,”  and  “we 
don’t  know  any  more  songs,” 
created  a  relaxed  atmosphere 
which  contrasted  nicely  with  the 
group’s  musical  proficiency.  This 
was  no  more  evident  than  during 
the  last  song  of  the  evening.  An¬ 
nounced  as  “everyone’s 
favorite,”  the  Dukes  played 
“When  The  Saints  Go  Marching 
In.”  True  to  form,  Trapani, 
Waters,  and  Sizer  paraded 
through  the  audience,  instruments 
and  all. 

From  the  exhilirating  solos  to 
the  surprising  humor,  the  Dukes 
make  for  a  well  spent  evening.

The  students  of  the  University  of  Lowell  will  bid  farewell 
to  two  Management  professors  at  the  completion  of  this 
semester.  Professors  Charles  Hurst  and  Elle  Koss  were 
told  this  past  fall  that  there  services  would  no  longer  be 
required. 

The  College  of  Management  Science  has  its  interests 
in  mind,  but  are  they  the  interests  of  the  students?  In  each 
case  the  story  seems  based  on  a  difference  of  opinion 
as  to  how  a  college  education  is  to  be  taught.  From  a  stu¬ 
dent  view  the  point  seems  moot. 

Tenured  faculty  will  teach  as  they  please.  Reactions 
to  student  needs  come  only  from  a  select  group  of  car¬ 
ing  educators.  Of  course  individual  student  needs  will  vary 
and  catering  to  each  one  is  impossible.  But  efforts  should 
be  made  in  a  positive  direction  towards  those  needs. 
Political  or  educational  differences  between  faculty  and 
their  administrators  have  no  right  to  be  fought  in  the 
classroom  on  students  time  and  money. 

What  constitutes  an  education?  Is  it  the  daily  reitera¬ 
tion  of  text  to  note-taking  young  minds,  so  as  to  be  able 
to  answer  multiple  choice  questions?  Or  is  it  the  exchange 
of  ideas,  thoughts  and  comments  of  the  world  which  we 
so  strongly  wish  to  learn  about?  Why  is  it  that  folks  in  the 
professional  world  say  the  first  thing  to  do  is  forget  85% 
of  what  was  learned  in  college? 

I  have  never  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  Prof.  Koss’s 
class.  But  I  know  that  throngs  lined  up  to  do  so.  I  have 
been  associated  with  Prof.  Hurst  for  4  semesters  and  we 
will  each  be  leaving.  I  wish  both  of  them  luck  in  a  pro¬ 
gram  that  is  more  willing  to  accept  the  style  of  those  who 
truly  wish  to  teach. 

How  Long  Should  We  Wait? 

With  a  State  Police  investigation  into  allegations  of  illegal  ac¬ 
tivities  at  the  Building  Authority,  President  Hogan  and  the 
University  of  Lowell  Board  of  Trustees  should  ask  Donna 
Tabolski,  Executive  Director  of  the  Building  Authority,  to  resign. 
They  should  then  move  to  disband  the  Authority  altogether  as 
it  has  outlived  its  usefulness. 

The  Authority  has  alledgedly  broken  laws  in  establishing  or 

failing  to  establish  contracts  with  subcontractors.  The  allega¬ 
tions  could  implicate  the  director  of  the  Building  Authority,  Don¬ 
na  Tabloski. 

The  Building  Authority,  apparently  mismanaged  and  possibly 
involved  in  several  illegal  activities,  including  illegal  appoint¬ 
ments  of  Directors  and  misuse  of  student  funds,  has  been 
directed  by  Ms.  Tabolski  since  the  mid-seventies.  She  began 
working  there  as  a  secretary.  Originally  established  to  handle 
funding  of  new  residence  halls  on  university  campuses 
statewide,  all  Building  Authorities  (every  large  state  campus  has 
one)  have  been  outmoded  by  the  DCPO  which  handles  building 
contracts  for  all  Massachusetts  state  institutions.  Other  func¬ 
tions  which  the  BA  has  handled,  like  catering  contracts, 
custodial  services,  staffing,  and  furniture  purchases,  can  be 
easily  handled  by  existing  University  of  Lowell  departments.  For 
instance,  the  custodial  services  are  already  a  mix  of  state  and 
BA  workers,  converting  them  all  to  state  contracts  would  be  sim¬ 
ple  and  logical.  Catering  contracts,  furnishings,  and  staff,  would 
all  be  better  served  by  the  Office  of  Residence  Life  which  has 
a  closer  relationship  and  understanding  of  student  needs.  Bill¬ 
ing  for  the  rooms  and  meal  plans  is  already  done  by  the  Univer¬ 
sity  with  the  money  then  being  transfered  to  the  BA.  This 
useless  extra  transfer  takes  time  and  money  and  is  totally  un¬ 
necessary. 

Until  the  Building  Authority  can  be  officially  disbanded,  the 
University  should  take  whatever  steps  are  necessary  to  discover 
the  truth  about  the  allegations  surrounding  the  Building 
Authority. 

Duplicity  is  a  simple  waste  of  student  monies  and  if  it  involves 
corruption  as  well,  the  University  administration  should  distance 
themselves  from  the  problem.

Atomic  Powered  Apathy 


Believe  it  or  not,  there  was  a 
political  protest  to  be  seen  in  the 
most  apathetic  area  of  an  apatheic 
university  two  weeks  ago.  It  was 
on  North  Campus,  at  the  Media 
Center  of  the  Lydon  Library’, 
where  Governor  and  presidential 
candidate  Michael  Dukakis  w  as 
addressing  a  group  of  law  en¬ 
forcement  officials.  Though  I  was 
glad  to  see  someone  exercising 
the  First  Amendment  (which  for 

not  taught  in  Aerobics  201),  I 
realized  that  it  must  be  one  of  two 
groups  who  doggedly  follow  the 
Duke  in  a  tiresome  pursuit  of 
their  unpopular  stands.  It  was 
either  the  group  that  advocates 
giving  gays  higher  priority  in  be¬ 
ing  considered  for  foster  paren¬ 
thood,  or  pro-nukers.  It  was  the 
latter. 

I  stood  passively  there,  an  oc¬ 
casional  head  shaking  my  only 
sign  of  disagreement  with  the 
protesters,  and  watched  as  they 
decided  what  they  planned  to  do 
and  say  when  Dukakis  came 
through  the  door.  Only  with  the 
impetus  from  a  much  less  hesi¬ 
tant,  much  more  passionately  left- 
wing  classmate  did  I  engage  one 
of  the  protesters. 

“Do  you  really  believe  that 
nuclear  power  is  the  answer?”  I 
asked  one  student.  He  asked  me 
if  I  knew  anything  about  nuclear 
power.  That  seemed  to  be  the 
knee-jerk  reaction  of  the  pro- 
nukers;  I  heard  it  asked  to 
everyone  who  questioned  their 
stance.  If  one  does  not  know  the 
physics  involved  in  the  creation 
of  a  nuclear  bomb,  then  is  one 


disqualified  from  commenting  on 
its  potential  danger?  Certainly 
not,  and  that  is  not  the  case  with 
power  plants,  either. 

I  told  him  that  the  US  gets  on¬ 
ly  about  8%  of  its  power  from 
nuclear  power  plants.  Could  we 
not  make  up  8%  just  in  conser¬ 
vation  measures?  Without 
answering  the  question,  he  said 
that  the  number  in  New  England 
is  closer  to  30%.  “Still,  there 

sources  that  could  be  explored, 

I  said.  He  informed  me  that  those 
sources  are  not  profitable,  and  a 
company  needs  to  make  money. 

I  said,  “What  about  the  govern¬ 
ment?”  He  said  that  governments 
need  to  profit,  too.  I  fcoid  him  that 
the  USA  n as  run  a  budget  deficit 
for  decades  (32  out  of  the  last  35 
years  to  be  exact).  He  ignored 
that  and  said  that  the  French  have 
built  enough  nuclear  plants  to 
supply  about  60%  of  their  elec¬ 
tricity.  Of  course,  he  was  not 
aware  that  this  was  done  undeTa— 
national  energy  program  in¬ 
stituted  by  a  socialist  prime 
minister,  and  that  socialism  is  not 
know  for  its  profitability.  So 
much  for  the  profit  argument. 

I  asked,  “What  happens  when 
a  plant  burns  itself  out  and 
becomes  unusable  in  40  years? 
What  are  you 

left  with?”  His  answer  was 
classic.  “A  monolith.”  Terrific. 
The  French  can  look  forward  to 
a  future  where  their  landscape  is 
dotted  with  dead  monoliths.

They  got 
plenty  of  puzzled  looks  from  peo¬ 
ple  going  to  the  job  fair  being 
held  there.  Those  folks  were  ob¬ 
viously  more  interested  in  Digital 
and  Pratt  Whitney  than  Dukakis 
and  politics.  Finally,  Dukakis  and 
his  group  came  down  the  stairs 
from  the  president’s  office.  The 
Duke  did  not  even  look  at  the 

picketers  as  he  whisked  by  The 

make  a  move.  I  guess  they  show¬ 
ed  him  a  thing  or  two. 

If  these  people  had  no  real  feel 
for  the  political  issue,  which  I 
think  is  obvious,  then  what  was 
their  motive?  The  gentleman  I 
mentioned  before  said  that  they 
only  wanted  to  teach  Dukakis 
something  about  nuclear  power. 
Two  of  the  signs  earned  said 
“Nuke  the  Duke"  and  ‘Dump 
the  Duke’88”  -  education^  to  be 
sure. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  they 
were  more  interested  m  getting  on 
television  than  making  _  rc  jncal 
statement. 

I  think  the  deepest  reason  one 
of  them  could  honestly  come  up 
with  would  be  that  their  chance 
of  getting  a  high-pa>  mg  job  at  a 
nuclear  plant  would  decrease  if 
Dukakis  were  elected  president. 
That  is  sensible  but  self- 

interested.  So  pro-nukers.  please 
don’t  tell  me  you  were  there  to 

educate  anybody .  especially  if 

you  don't  know  the  right  wing 

from  a  left  hook.  Actually,  they 

did  teach  us  something— how  not 

to  stage  a  political  protest.

Okay,  so  I’ll  be  honest  with 
you.  I  can’t  “  prove”  that  God 
exists.

After  all  is  said 
and  done,  you  may  still  disagree 
with  me,  but  I  think  you  will  have 
to  agree  that  it  is  a  supportable 
presuppostion.
